mew for years before 1 did come to it 
that I ought to dehorn my herd, but in 
L900 and 1901 1 had my best cow and 
another good one ruined by being 
gored in the udder, so in the spring of 
L902 I dehorned the whole herd, using 
the clippers. If 1 had it to do over 
again I would by all means use the 
saw for old animals, as much less 
bleeding results. 
Since that time I 


have dehorned the calves when from 
one to four weeks old, using caustic 
soda or caustic potash, and when care- 
fully done (and it Ls oo trouble to do 
it right; it leaves the bead in as good 
shape as on a polled animal and really 
better, as there is less of the poll

The Dairy Barn. 


The cows. barn, milkman, milk 


bouse and separator all must be clean 
for best results. Take, for instance, 
the barn in which the cows are kept 
If it is allowed to become dirty and 
full of foul smelling odors and manure 
allowed to accumulate in it for weeks 
at a time it would be next to impos- 
sible to handle milk in such a barn 
without bringing it in contact with 
thousands of undesirable bacteria, as 
it is In filthy, foul places that bac- 
teria thrive and accumulate by the 
millions. 


At the experiment station of the 


Oklahoma Agricultural and Mechani- 
cal college, Stillwater. Okla., an inter- 
esting experiment in sheep breeding is 
being conducted under the supervision 
of Professor Linklater. Three flocks, 
consisting of fifty Dorsets, twenty-fire

good quality of wool and the confor- 
mation for mutton purposes; also the 
dropping of fall lambs to hit the early 
spring markets. The outcome of these 
experiments will be watched with in- 
terest by stockmen, as the farm sheep 
Is gaining in popularity over the whol» 
southwest and is proving a money 
maker.

Horse Out of Condition. 


For a rundown horse that is losing 


flesh and refuses his grain treat as 
follows: 
On empty stomach in the 


morning give one and one-half quarts 
raw linseed oil and two ounces turpen- 
tine well mixed. In two or three days 
give following powder: Sulphate of 
iron, two ounces; saltpeter, two ounces; 
nux vomica (powdered*, one ounce. 
Mix well together and give in feed 
morning and nisrbt a heaping teaspoon- 
ful. It is possible that worms may be 
the cause of the trouble. If so. above 
treatment will eradicate them.

The word Gelhsctnane signifies oil- 
press. Tradition has it that this Gar- 
den belonged to the family of which 
the Apostles John and James were 
members, aud that for this reason the 
Lord and his disciples were privileged 
to feel themselves at home there. St. 
Mark, the writer of one of the Gos- 
pels, but riot one of the Apostles, la 
credited with having been a member 
of the same family. 
One of the ac- 


counts of the arrest of the Master tells 
that amongst those who followed after 
him was a young 'man wrapped with 
a sheet and who fled naked when some 
members of the band attempted to lay 
hold of him. That young man, tradi- 
tion says, years afterwards was known 
as St. Mark. 


The Journey to Gethsemane 


This was the most memorable night 


of the Muster's experience. He knew 
perfectly the nieauiug of every feature 
of the Passover. lie knew that he was 
the Lamb of God, antitypically, whose 
death was to be accomplished on the 
following day by crucifixion. Yet his 
thoughts were for his dear disciples. 
He must give them final words of en- 
couragement and instruction. 
And so 


he did. Three chapters of St. John's 
Gospel record the incidents of the in- 
tervening time between the leaving of 
the upper room and the arriving at 
Gethsemane, the place of the oil-press. 


: "And Judas also, who betrayed him, 
knew the place, for Jesus ofttimes re- 


; sorted thither with his disciples" (John 


i viii, 2). In St. John xiv the Master 
! told his disciples about the place he 
. would go to prepare for them, but that 
' be would send the Spirit of Truth to 
be their Comforter and it would show 
them things to come. In the fifteenth 
chapter be gave them the parable of 
the Vine and the Branches and as- 
sured them that no longer should they 
be servants, but friends, "For all 
things that I have heard of my Father 
I have made known unto you." In the 
sixteenth chapter be explained to them 
that persecutions must be expected, if 
they would share his sufferings and 
be prepared to share his glory.

Ah. there Is 
a vast difference between the Master's 
standpoint and ours as respects death. 
We were born dying. We never knew 
perfect life. We have always known 
that there is no escape from death. It

ences on the spirit plane before com- 
ing into the world were all In asso- 
ciation with life, perfection of life.

to keepe within his or her house every ' 
his or her dogg and not to suffer them 
to goo at large. And if any dogge be 
then founde at large It shall be lawful 
for the Beadle or any other person to 
kill the same dojrs: and that any owner 
of such dopg going at large shall lose 
« shilHngs."

Among: the records of King's Lynn, 


under May. 15S3. appeared this: "For . 
as muche as it hath pleased AUmightle 1

Tolstoi passed away peacefully 
at 


6:30 Sunday morning in the lonesomw 
little railway station tl the town. 


Efforts of the church to gather th« 


famous reformer into Its folds ef- 
fected 
nothing, as 
neither 
sid* 


yielded. 


It was recognized long before be 


passed away that his case was hope- 
less. 


Several of the physicians were 


greatly overcome by the approaching 
death of Russia's great writer. 


His heart beat its last apparently 


without a clear moment to enable 
him to say farewell or cast a forgiv- 
ing look upon his wife and children. 


Tolstoi, accompanied only by Doctor 


Makovetsky, left hie home at Yasnaya 
Poliana for the purpose of ending hi* 
days in solitude, to which he more 
and more inclined during bis later 
years 
His pilgrimage led him to 


the monastery at Shamardine, in the 
province of Kaluga, where he re- 
mained as the guest of his sister. 
Marie, who is a nun in the cloister. 


Learning that his retreat had been 


discovered, he insisted upon proceed- 
ing on his journey to the Catjicasus, 
where he hoped to spend bis last 
days close to the Tolstoian colony on 
the shores of the Black Sea. 


But during the railroad journey be 


was overcome with exhaustion and 
the cold, and Doctor Makovetsky was 
compelled to have him transferred to 
the flag station at Astapova, where 
he was made as comfortable as pos- 
sible in the nide wooden baflding." 


For fire days he had lain there suf- 


fering first from bronchitis and later 
from inflammation of the lungs. Spe- 
cialists were called from 
Moscow 


and other places, but notwithstanding 
their utmost efforts, the heart of the 
great Russian responded but feebly 
to the restoratives and stimulants ad- 
ministered.

60 Great*Is Demand for Beet Grades 


of Stock That It Is Always Mor* 


or Less Scarce. 


(By C. R. BARNES.) 


It Is an interesting fact that the 


great extension of fruit growing in 
all parts of the cojintry has been at- 
tended, not by a decline in prices, but 
by a very considerable advance. The 
question whether or not the multi- 
plication of orchards and berry patch- 
es will have the effect of producing a 
glut, so as to render profitless the la- 
bor and expenditures of the 
fruit 


grower, seems, then, very likely to 
meet a negative reply. 


In the first place the demand for 


all the fruits of Nor^th America is 
world-wide. The world's appetite for 
tbem is insatiable; and as the facili- 
ties for distributing them are better 
systematized through intelligent co- 
operative 
arrangements- 
between 


growers and transportation agencies, 
and selling agencies in the city, it 
seems as though the problem is to be, 
not how to get rid of surpluses, but 
how to get enough of any kind of 
good fruit. In years of great abund- 
ance in American apple orchards, 
good apples have sold in Mexico at 
15 cents apiece. In London they have 
retailed at 25 cents apiece. 
Other 


fruits, capable of bearing transporta- 
tion for long distances, have con- 
manded proportionately high prices. 
Of course, these prices have been for 
choice fruit In New York and Boston, 
even 10 and 15 cents apiece has been 
readily obtainable for choice apples. 


Such exceptional figures are not, 


however, necessary as a basis for pro- 
fitable fruit growing. The moderate 
prices paid by the mass of American 
consumers are sufficiently high for 
that. 


It 
would 
seetn 
th^n, that 
the 


grower need only see to it that his 
fruit is of good quality, attractively 
put up and intelligently marketed, to 
be certain of a reasonable reward. 
TJut the day when nfglected orchards 
and bushes could be depended upon to 
produce salable crops has passed. The 
grower of today- must be equipped by 
study for battling with Insect pests: 
must be Insistent In cultivation and 
In the use of the sprayer; and must, 
in short, give as close attention to 
bin trees as the stockman does to his 
cattle.

Since we 
know the life history of the fungus 
better it has been possible to control 
bitter-rot successfully under orchard 
conditions as the annual sources of In- 
fection by nursery fruit and cankers 
Lave been mastered. 


Fly-Speck Fungus—This disease In 


ordinary seasons appears chiefly upon 
applies grown in low, moist situations. 
During wet fceasons some varieties are 
liable to be spotted by this parasite 
whatever may be the location of the 
trees. 


Aside from selecting high, sunny 


situations 
for 
the 
apple orchard, 


spraying with Bordeaux mixture will 
prevent this disease. 


Storage Rots.—These rots of the 


apple are extremely various since ap- 
ples infected before storage are liable 
to develop during storage the forms 
of lot due to that infection. Even 
bitter-rot may not be overlooked IE 
this way and much more commonly 
still, black-rot and the rote which de- 
velop from the gradual invasion of

Medical Research in New York, Human Life says, he has helped to inspire 
many of the great discoveries which have come out of that laboratory from 
Dr. Simon Flexner and others. 
Not long ago the Carnegie Institution in 


Washington needed a chairman for its executive committee, which has gen- 
eral oversight of all the Institution's manifold scientific activities. 
Dr. 


Welch was elected, and although the Carnegie research workers are busy 
with many other problems besides those of medicine, he takes almost as 
much interest in the institution's new non-magnetic yacht and its observatory 
in the Andes as in his own particular subject. 


As a pathologist Dr. Welch has won a worlds-wide reputation. Occupying 


the professorship in this science at Johns Hopkins University since its 
foundation, he has made during the last twenty-five years many important 
contributions to our knowledge of diphtheria, typhoid fever, malaria, Asiatic 
cholera, kidney troubles, and other diseases.
